He said the subject's father* was JAMES WADOLE, 
deceased, and his mother is GRACjS^IADOLE, who resides with the 
subject at apartment 8, 10 West 90th Street, New York City. 

He stated that he had resided at this address since May 3 j 
1954, when they moved there from 224 Main Street, Beacon, 

New York. He stated that GRACE MADOLE is regularly employed 
and apparently furnishes support for the subject, who hes 
difficulty holding a Job. He stated the subject graduated 
from Beacon High School in June, 1945 and had no other education. 
He described the subject as 28 years old, 5‘ 10", 130 pounds, 
fair complexion, partially bald with blond hair and single. 

I j lndlcated that the Bureau of 

Criminal Identification, New York City, had no record identi¬ 
fiable with the subject. 

On March 15, 1956, a Special Agent of the Federal 
Bureau of Investigation observed JAMES MADOLE leaving his 
residence at 10 West 90th Street, New York City, and entering 
a building at 271 Madison Avenue, New York City. 


On March 28, 1956, Special Agents of the Federal 
Bureau of Investigation observed MADOLE entering the offices 
of L, F^Dommerick and Co., 271 Madison Avenue, New York City. 

A telephonic inquiry on August 22, 1956, to L. F. 
Dommerick and Co,, Murray Hill 3-8650, revea led that JAMES H, 
MADOLE is presently employed at this firm in| | 

division. 


| I ndicated on August 17* 1956, that the subject 

continues to reside at 10 West 90th Street and continues his 
position of national leader of the NRP. He stated that 
MADOLE has complete control over its activities and is the 
principal speaker at party meetings. He stated that MADOLE 
also has control over all publications and party literature 
and distribution of this literature which is anti-Semitic, 
neo-Fasclst, and anti-Negro in content. 

J Hadded that MADOLE was the original.organizer 
ana nas been national leader throughout its seven 
year existence. 
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I ndicated on July 15.> 1953 that MADOLE had been 
the leader or the NRP throughout Its existence and that it 
was his personal zeal and continued work that had kept it In 
existence. He said that MADOLE had been very sickly as a 
child having an asthmatic condition end was raised by his 
mother inasmuch as his father had died when he was quite 
young. 


I_|stated that MADOLE probably had a fixation on 

his mother and that his political activities had been 
encouraged and directed by his mother since the time that 
MADOLE was in high school. He stated that MADOLE had appeared 
at all the meetings which have ever been held by the NRP as 
its principal speaker and whereas others have come in from 
time to time as speakers, he always appeared to be in complete 
charge of the meetings. 

This informant also pointed out that all literature 
dijfcributed by the NRP carries MADOLE 1 s name and rtiome address 
and many of the articles in the National Renaissance Bulletin 
are attributed to him.

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WEISS directs his decisions regarding the functions of the 
party. He stated that It is planned that MADOLE will continue 
to be the principal speaker for the party when the outdoor 
street meetings are held as he has been in the past. 

| | indicated on October 15, 1954 that MADOLE 

now exercises complete control over the NRP and makes all 
arrangements for its meetings. He stated that MADOLE is 
the principal speaker at all meetings of the NRP and is in 
charge of all correspondence and money received by the party. p-. 

I I stated on January 14, 1955 that MADOLE con¬ 
tinues to be the national director of the NRP and is the 
guiding force in all its activities. He stated that MADOLE 
arranges for all its meetings and is always the principal 
speaker at these meetings.. He stated that MADOLE also 
arranges for all publications issued by the party and usually 
writes most of the material that is placed in theaepubllcatlons. 

I | indicated on May 31 , 1955 that JAMES MADOLE 
continues bo be the titular head of the party and organizes 
all meetings and Is the principal speaker at these meetings. 

He said MADOLE arranges for the printing of all party literature 
and usually is the author of all material in this literature. 

He said that MADOLE is the only person in the party who is 
actively engaged in attempting to obtain financial contributions 
for the party as well as new members. He said, however, that 
during recent months MADOLE has received very little financial 
aid from any individual except FREDERICK WEISS and has had no 
success In obtaining new members for the party. 

1 [ indicated on August 8, 1955 that FREDERICK 
WEISS exercises a great deal of control over JAMES MADOLE in 
his operation of the NRP and that MADOLE depends upon WEISS 
for considerable financial support for the party. He further 
indicated that WEISS usually Instructs MADOLE as to the con¬ 
text of speeches which MADOLE makes at the NRP meetings. 

This informant also pointed out that MADOLE's 
mother, Mrs. GRACE MADOLE, also is influential in directing 
the NRP through her son. He said that it had been Mrs. 

MADOLE 1 s idea originally for the establishment of the NRP and 
she Is wholeheartedly behind It and her son '3 activities in 
it. He further alleged that she Is the only person who would 
be able to control MADOLE sufficiently to persuade him to 
discontinue the NRP. ,, 
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|Indicated on December 30 , 1955 that the only 
Individuals at present who appear to be active members of the 
NRP are JAMES H. MADOLE and FREDERICK WEISS. He stated that 
MADOLE continues to prepare bulletins distributed by the 
party and conducts weekly gatherings held at his apartment 
for the members. 

|indlcated on January 2, 1956 that GRACE 
MADOLE, moCner of JAMES MADOLE,stated that JAMES had a terrible 

H k of asthma and was presently in Mount Sinai Hospital. 

added that MADOLE has had these attacks quite frequently 
e past and as a result has been unable to hold a steady 

job. 

I l indlcated on April 10, 1956 that MADOLE had 
suffered another attack of asthma and wa 3 In St. Lukes 
Hospital on April 8 , 1956. He added that MADOLE was still in 
the hospital on April 10, 1956, but expected to be out in time 
to hold his meeting of the NRP on April 14, 1956. 

| j lndlcated on June 2, 1956 that MADOLE had 
attended a meeting on April 27 , 1956 held at the headquarters 
of CONDBmCSUNLEY In Union, New Jersey, an publisher of 
anti-Semitic, pro-nationalist literature. 

stated that while at this meeting MADOLE 
collapse d and was taken to a hospital in Irvington, New 

Jersey. I_b ald that this was another attack of asthma 

which MADOLE has suffered with for many years. He stated, 
however, that these attacks have been occurring much more 
frequently within recent months and are of a more serious 
nature. He said it was believed that MADOLE would have died 
during this most recent attack if he had not received oxygen 
in time. 

who has furnished reliable information In 
the past, on July 8, 1953 that JAMES MADOLE was a 

very radical Fascist who believed that HITLER was the greatest 
man who ever lived. He said that MADOLE was also violently 
anti-Semitic and expressed the idea that all Jews in the 
United States should be killed. 


1 1 who has furnished reliable Information in the 

past, indicated on December 15, 1953 that it is his opinion 
that MADOLE is mentally unstable and thereby easily becomes 
prey to any radical organization.

COMMON SENSE 


It is noted that "Common Sense" published 
by the Educational Association of Union, New Jersey, 
was characterized in a report Issued on 
December 17, 195^> by the Committee on Un-American 
Activities of the United States House of Representatives 
as a "hate group" vehicle publishing "some of the 
most vitriolic hate propaganda ever to come to the 
attention of the Committee " According to the report, 
"Common Sense" depicts Communism as "JudalBm", and 
devotes its jcages almost exclusively to attacks on 
the Jewl8h/C6 ci lesser extent, the Negro minorities 
in our nation. Sympathy for the former Nazi regime 
in Germany is also injected into this propaganda. 


NATIONAL RENAISSANCE PARTY 


0n April 29 , 1957* a confidential source 
stated that the NRP is an anti-Semitic, anti-Negro, 
neo-Fascist organization with activities generally 
confined to the New York area. He Indicated that 
JAMES MADOLE, founder and leader of the Party, is the 
only person who consistently performs Party functions. 

He stated the Party's main function is the printing 
and distribution of the "National Renaissance Bulletin" 
on a monthly basis and other literature from time to time, 
which is distributed throughout the United States and 
abroad where it is reprinted by similar organizations.

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This official stand of the Vatican authorities forces Catholics in America end 
Europe to either accept the breaking down of all barriers between the White end 
oolored races or face possible excommunication from the Roman Catholic Church for 
seeking to resist these edicts from Rome. The clerlo&l authorities are seeking to 
interfere with the Apartheid Law in South Africa by defying the government and 
ORDERING SOUTH AFRICAN CITIZENS OF THE CATHOLIC FAITH TO DISOBEY THE LAWS OF THE 
COUNTRY BY ATTENDING INTER-RACIAL RELIGIOUS SERVICES. We quote from "THE CATHOLIC 
WORKER", page 3, September, 1957 issue entitled, "BISHOPS DEFY LAW ON MIXED

We find that the Roman Catholic hierarchy considers that it owes its spiritual 
doctrine to the early Jews, vvho allegedly had a covenant with Cod which made them 
"God's Chosen People". The Vatican believes that HOLY 'MOTHER CHURCH Is the new 
"ISRAEL" and that the JewB must now be converted to the New Israel. T.e quote from 
page 28 of Rev. Father Congar's book: 

"Even more clearly, therefore, we cannot hope to reach and preserve the very 
heart of Christianity unless we respect what it has inherited from its Jewish 
forerunners, and hence, unless we treat the remnants of unbelieving Israel (the 
Jews), which are to be found among all the other peoples, as the fragments of a 
Chosen Vessel whereby the highest gifts of God have come to us. (Ed. Note: The 
Jews have given us the gigts of usury, the revolutionary agitation which led to 
the bloody French and Russian Revolutions and interest-slavery. Did these gifts 
also emanate from God?) 


"Israel was chosen as a people because God's purpose is to unite all men in a 
single spiritual people, the Church, to save them and lead them to communion with 
Him, not in isolation but as a community....If the choice fell, in the first place 
upon one people alone, (the Jews) it was because it is apparently God's pleasure 
to give first to one or to a few what He intends for all, so that men's efforts 
throughout history inay become a part of His scheme of universal mercy. It was 
also in order to shelter the newly planted seed of true religion and to protect 
the young plant before it was exposed to all the winds of the world's civilization." 








The Rev. Father Congef^ihen proceeds to make clear how 'JBung children, through re- 
ligioua instruction, can be seduced into glorifying the Jewish race and the new 
Israel, the Roman Catholic Church. On page 16 we find: 

"Thus in the realm of the immortal soul—the pre-eminont, though not the most 
tangible realm—men have the seme vocation and the same essential history. From the 
earthly point of view 1 might of course say (at least up to a point): "What have I 
in common with the Laplanders or the Fuegi&ns? My history i3 not theirs, nor is 
thoir history mino." It is clearly somewhat ridiculous to give Indo-Chinese child¬ 
ren French textbooks where they will read, for instance: "Our ancestors the Gauls" 
But WE CAN ALWAYS G1VF IHEM TH*5 BIBLE AND MAKE THEM SAY LIKE GERMAN CHILDREN, "OUR 
FATHER ABRAHAM". For, as Pius XI oast truly said, "spiritually we are Semites"; 
Abraham is our father, (ED. NOTE: Abraham was, according to the dubious record of 
the Old Testament, a fine old Jewish whore-master. In the Bible he is called the 
Father of Mankind.) because he was the first to be "Called" and the first believer. 
We all have a common history which began with Abraham and 3s centered on Jesus 
Christ." 

The Rev. Father Congar then proceeds to falsify all the facts of history, 
science und ordinary common seuee in regard to the Negro Question. We quote from 
page 49 of his book:

"Thus American Catholics still have far to travel in u sphere in which their 
honour as Christians, far more even than their honour as democrats. Is involved. 

The Catholic Inter-Racial Council, an association directed by Father La Farge, 5.J., 
publishes a monthly organ entitled "INTER-RACIAL REVIEW, A JOURNAL FOR CHRISTIAN 
DEMOCRACY". This takes its stand on the concept of the absolute unity of the 
Mystical Body (the Roman Catholic Church)and of liturgical worship. It should be 
added that the clergy are unanimous In sharing these views...Father J.E. Coogan,S.J. 
writes that discrimination against Negroes in schools and churches is condemned by 
theologians as "unjust, impious and scandalous". A moralist, J.F. Doherty, writes 
that there may perhaps be grounds for taking racial differences into account in 
the case of a proposed marriage. If, however, after due consideration, e person 
wishes to marry someone of a different race, no law can Justly forbid it, and any 
law doing so would be an unjust law, not binding, therefore, upon the conscience." 

"To all this evidence, of which an infinity of other examples could easily be 
found, should be added the full text of the letter sent in March, 1952 by Msgr. H. 
Varin de la Bruneliere, Bishop of Fort-de-France (Martinique) to West Indian stu¬ 
dents resident in France. The biBhop goes beyond the mere rejection of race prej¬ 
udice; he stresses the special qualities of Negroes, and their positive contribu¬ 
tion to civilization and to the countries of which they are citizens. "We have 
the history of the American Negro to prove the aptitudes of a race...Despite...all 
these obstacles, the Negro population of America has advanced in all fields, (Ed, 
Note: they have the highest crime rate and greatest percentage of venereal disease 
of any single racial group in the U.S.) and today many Negroes hold enviable 
positions in the arts, science or industry. It may not be generally known that at 
the present time Americaen Negroes are running 14 banks, 200 loan societies, 60,000 
trading enterprises and 200 insurance companies, that they nave about 200 new of 
paperB and periodicals and possess 5,000,000 heotares of land." (ED. NOTE: This 
bishop must have gotten the Negroes mixed up with the Jews. There may be Negroes 
behind some of the counters and desks BUT THERE ARE JEWS BEHIND THE CASH REGISTERS.) 

The Catholic Inter-Racial society has set up a series of inter-racial farms 
and social oenters for young Americans. Its most famous landmark is Friendship 
House in Chicago. The efforts made by this organization to break down all racial 
barriers in American educational institutions and public housing as well as their 
efforts to foster inter-racial activities among young Americans can best be demon¬ 
strated by a talk given by Father Daniel M. Cantwell at Friendship House in Julyl95‘ 
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•The challenge inwortharn cities," Father etated,^* the changing neighbor¬ 
hoods Today there are no stable interracial coeaunities. 1 think Friendship 
| House can sake a valuable contribution toward solving this key problem. "We are 

[ anxious," Father explained, "to broaden and deepen this work—to help other old 

I friends, and new friends, too, find ways of destroying the bars that segregation 

has placed between aerobers (and potential aeabers) of Christ's Mystical Body (the 
Aomen Church). "Friendship House has also held many workshops for White groups In 

past years-offering experience in being part of an interraoial group...Looking 

beyond Chicago, Father pointed out that Friendship House can also offer a unique 
opportunity to train young workers and students from other areas. A period of work 
and study at Friendship House can prepare them for work in the a postdate of race 
relatione in their own communities." 


Thus we find the Homan Catholic Church concerned solely with breaking down all 
racial barriers between members of her "spiritual community. In doing so this 
clerical institution becomes a Trojan Horse or a dangerous Fifth Column In the 
ranks of the White racial community. Any organization which demands that its mem¬ 
bers work toward the breaking down of all racial barriers between the White and 
colored races and which teaches young ohildren that they are the descendants of dis¬ 
reputable ancient Jews has NO PLACE IN A RACIAL NATIONALIST STATE OR COMMUNITY. 
Amerloan Catholics must either heed the edicts of the Roman Pope or face spiritual 
excommunication. The documentation in this Bulletin can be checked by anyone. 
American Catholics must either join with the Jews and the Vatican in seeking the 
destruction of White civilization or work with the NRP against ALL THE ENEMIES OF 
AMERICA AND WESTERN CULTURE.

Judge Schannen sentenced 
the boy, Jemes Bowie, a Negro, to six months on the state penal faro, and the white 
girl, Barbara Baker, to the Indiana Girls' School for an indeterminate term. The 
two were arrested last week outside a Fort Wayne youth center after creating a dis¬ 
turbance In a parked car. They admitted having sexual relations at least 20 times 
since the beginning of school last September, police said, and also engaging in 
drinking parties in Bowie's home. The girl, an attractive blond, said her mother 
had tried to stop their dating. Fort Wayne juvenile authorities said DANCING OF 
MIXED GROUPS UAS COMMON IN SEVERAL LOCAL YOUTH CENTERS and THEY KNEW OF AT LEAST 
40 WHITE GIRLS AND 30 NEGRO BOYS IN THE CITY WHO GO ON INTERRACIAL DATFS. OTHER 
WHITE BOYS ARE DATING NEGRO GIRLS, THEY ADuEJ."

What are the real causes of anti-Jewish feeling among the Gentile peoples of 

the world? Is anti-Semiti6ra were blind prejudice based on the greed, envy ana

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Obviously a tightly-knit race of people holding the beliefs expressed above could 
not be considered loyal citizens of any Gentile nation. We find the Jewish race 
creating a world-wide Zionist network of subversion by using the wealth and In¬ 
fluence which they have accumulated in their Gentile host-rations to further the 
aggressive economic and political interests of World Jewry and the state of Israel.

Hence Israel uses the Baghdad Pact as its shield of 
protection against the righteous wrath of her Arab nationalist enemieB.Llke ell 
other Israeli weapons, the Baghdad Pact oarries a "made in America" label. The 
Zionists now hope to convince King Hussein of Jordan and King Feisal of Iraq that 
|f the United Arab Republic constitutes a greater menace to their respective thrones 

than does the future prospects of Zionist expansion in the Middle East. If tne 
people of Iraq, Saudi-Arabia and Jordan refuse to awaken and join hands with Pres¬ 
ident Nasser to curb Israeli aggression, the Arab world shall remain divided and 
ripe for conquest. 

Why is anti-Jewish feeling so intense in the Middle East? The invasion of 
Egypt by Israel, France and Great Britain in late 1956 left bitter scars and mem¬ 
ories. We must remember the diabolical osmptign waged by World Jewry to secure the 
entrance of America into World War 11.

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‘ We also find that the great majority of Jews owning this '600,000,000 worth of 
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Egyptian property and 800 leading Egyptian firms were not even citizens of Egypt 
but fell into the category of "stateless persons" or Jews who held foreign passports 
and took their financial profits out of Egypt. Thus the great masses of destitute, 
poverty-stricken Egyptian people were forced to look on while the Jewish locusts 
stripped their nation of its meagre assets. Secondly, although Egypt has ofiidally 
remained in a state of war with the government of Israel since 1948 not one 
Egyptian Jew suffered privations until after the Sinai invasion of November, 1956.

An address was made by Hussein Ala, Minister of Court, who 
said that Mohammed Reza Shah Pahlevi, the Iranian Sovereign, "had the welfare, 
happiness and progress of all his subjects at heart, regardless of their race or 
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In this way the Zionist Jews are skillfully organising the Jewish communities 
throughout the wo rid to act as agents of the Israeli state.

supporters. He stated that at present, MADOLE Is un-employed 
but claims to have sufficient funds to cont inue operation 
of the NRP.

I added that it does not appear at present 
that MADOLE is receiving fina ncial support from anyone 
inoludngimny Arab offlolals. | t further stated that 
MADOLE does not need anyone'a financial support to 
continue operation of the NRP, inasmuch as his personal 
financial needs are taken oare of by his mother with 
whom he resides and the small amount required for 
publication of the NR Bulletin is obtained by sales of 
literature and small contributions.

COMMON SENSE 


It is noted that "Common Sense" published by the 
Educational Association of Union, New Jersey, was characterized 
in a report issued on December if, 1954, by the Committee on 
Un-American Activities of the United States House of 
Representatives as a "hate group" vehicle publishing "some 
of the most vitriolic hate propaganda ever to come to the 
attention of the Committee". According to the report, "Common 
Sense" depicts Communism as "Judaism" and devotes its pages almost 
exclusively to attacks on the Jewish and to a lesser extent, 
the Negro minorities in our nation. Sympathy for the former 
Nazi regime in Germany is also injected into this propaganda. 

NATIONAL RENAISSANCE PARTY 


On April 21, 1958, a confidential source stated that 
the National Renaissance Party is an anti-Semitic, anti- 
Negro, neo-Fascist organization with activities generally 
confined to the New York City area. It was founded in 1949, 
by JAMES H. MADOLE who is in complete control of the party. 

The party's main function is distribution of the National 
Renalssancet'Bulletin on a monthly basis and distribution 
of pro-Arab literature obtained from official Arab establishments 
in New York City. 

The Un-American Activities Committee of the United 
States House of Representatives in a preliminary report, dated 
December 17, 1954, stated "National Renaissance Party 
activities and propaganda are clearly subversive and 
un-American."

On October 22, 1958, JAMBS MADOLE was interviewed 
under a suitable pretext by a Special Agent of the Federal 
Bureau of Investigation (FBI) at which time MADOLE furnished 
copies of the literature that he has passed out throughout 
the country in his role as leader of the NRP. Included in 
this literature were the following: 

1. A pamphlet entitled, "Massacre of Arabs In 
Israel," by TOUFIQ TOUBI. TOUFIQ TOUBI is identified on the 
pamphlet.as a member of the Israeli Parliament. The pamphlet 
concerns itself with a "massacre perpetrated at the Arab 
village of Kafr-Quassem Inside Israel on October 29, 1956, 
the day Israel launched its military attack on Egypt. The 
front of the pamphlet bears the stamp of the NRP. 
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2. A throwaway leaflet which Is a biography of 
President GAMAL ABDEL NASSER of the United Arab Republic. 

3. "Israel and the Arab States" by SYBIL EYRE CROW, 
published by the Iraqi Embassy, 21 Queens Gate, London 

S.W. 7. This pamphlet deals with the problems of settling 
more than a million Arab refugees. It bears the stamp of 
the NRP on Its front. 

4. An advertising throwaway captioned, “Arab 
Nations Support Egypt's Arms Deal." On the back this throw¬ 
away has the stamp of the NRP. 

5. A booklet entitled, "Threats and Intimidations" 
compiled by the Egyptian Information Department, 22 Solomon 
Street, Cairo, Egypt. This booklet bears the stamp of the 
NRP on the front and deals with the Intervention of the 
British and Prench Governments in Egypt, and an interpretation 
of Article 33 of the Charter of the United Nations (UN) with 
respect to that intervention in the Suez Canal area. 

6. A pamphlet entitled, "The Policy That Invited 
Soviet Russia to the Middle Bast* by IZZAT TANNOUS, MD. This 
booklet is originated by the Palestine Arab Refugee Office, 

801 Second Avenue, Room 801, New York 17, New York. It also 
bears the stamp of the NRP. The bottom of this booklet states 
that the material has been filed with the Department of Justice 
where the required statement of the "Palestine Arab Refugee 
Office," registration number 897 , is available for inspection. 
This booklet makes the point that "the Palestine tragedy which 
has made one million Palestinian Arabs homeliness and destitute 
is at the root of the grave tension that prevails today in 

the Middle East." 

The booklet also points out that the foreign policy 
of the United States in the Middle East had alienated the 
Arab people and compelled them to turn their faces to other 
dtoietions. The concluding paragraph of this booklet states,

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"It is a fact that the failure of the United States to take 
the lead in the implementation of United Nations resolutions — 
resolutions which were of the making of the United States and 
which only gave the Arab refugees a fraction of their rights — 
has driven a large number of the Arab people to look East for 
their salvation. The Soviets seized the opportunity and the 
tug of war is now in progress between East and West." 

MADOLE, when interviewed under pretext, explained 
that he is distributing pro-Arab literature since he agrees 
with the Arab position in the Middle East. He stated that he 
and his organization are anti-Jewish and they feel they BMilld 
distribute pro-Arab literature since both he and the Arabs 
are working In the same direction. He also made the statement 
that he was distributing literature from the Ira\*l Government. 

The records of the Bureau of Special Services of the

held at Steinway Hail, 113 West 57th Street, New York City, 
t / sponsored by CHARLESj^MITH, publisher of the magazine "The 
Truth Seeker."

perpetrated by hate groups in United States by alleging anti- 
Jewish literature prepared by the Arabs has been given to 
Americans active in racist and hate campaigns for distribution, 
The articles further point out that some of these racists have 
been in contact with Arab officials and establishments in this 
country and some of their publications have contained pro-

of participation and influence in or control of his activities 
by Arabs, Reports should be planned and coordinated so that 
Newark Office report, for example, will be restricted to data 
regarding Conde McGinley, In some offices several individuals 
will be involved and report should be broken down according 
to individuals. All offices should bear in mind in connection 
with interviews conducted as to whether persons being interviewed 
can furnish information regarding individuals in other offices 
and promptly furnish such data to appropriate field offices for 
inclusion in reports prepared by them.

past three years. WEISS stated that his reason for ceasing 
his connections with MADOIE and the NRP grew out of MADOIE's 
adamant attitude in connection with continued preaching of the 
abolition of the present form of elections In the United States 
and the parliamentary procedures in existence in connection 
with the government of the United States. At the outset of 
the Interview WEISS stated that he did not have any documents 
or other evidence that would establish that MADOIE was acting 
on behalf of or at the direction of a foreign government 
in connection with the activities of the NRP. WEISS stated 
that all of the information that he had concerning the 
activities of MADOIE and the NRP were his "personal 
impressions 1 ' that he had gained through his association with 
MADOIE and other individuals connected with the NRP movement. 




Concerning the source of MADOIE's materials in 
connection with the latter's published articles and street 
corner speeches, WEISS stated that MADOIE is an avid reader 
of any material dealing with the anti-Negro and anti- Jewish 
situation. WEISS was unable to specifically state any 
particular source that MADOIE had In this regard. WEISS 
volunteered, however, that prior to the time he ceased 
associating with MADOIE, he, WEISS, had furnished MADOIE 
with a substantial amount of material that he obtained from 
reading OSWALD SFENGIER's book "The Hour of Decision".

II. INFORMATION CONCERNING MADOLE'S ACTIVITIES 
WITH ARAB COUNTRIES _ 

On February 24, 1959. 1 ~1 Registration 

Section, Internal Security Division, Department of Justice, 
advised the files of that offioe contained no registration 
for the subject or the NRP as an agent for a foreign principle 
or as a propaganda agent for a foreign prinbipal. 

I I indicated on February 25, 1959 that JAMES 

MADOLE Is presently at work on his next issue of the NR 
Bulletin. He stated a portion of this bulletin would be 
devoted to a reply of the "New York Dally Ne ws" articles by 
DAVID BURK which recently appeared, l l lndioated that 

MADOLE had stated that he has no new Arab literature at 
present, but has ordered several hundred more copies of his 
latest two NR Bulletins which will be mimeographed at the 
offices of "Common Sense". 

I I Indicated on February 28, 1959 that MADOLE 

indicated that a person unknown to him came to his apartment 
at 11 p.m. on February 27. 1959 and shortly after he entered 
the apartment he produced an autoi^tic pistol and Btated 
"this is a holdup". MADOLE stated the stranger then proceeded 
to examine all of his files, literature and correspondence 
and remained there until about 3 a.m. MADOLE stated this 
Individual had taken the mailing list of the NRP which would 
greatly handicap MADOLE In his mailing of the NR Bulletin. 

MADOLE added that he had never seen this individual before, ' 
ut believed the robbery to have been engineered by FRED 
WEISS and his oo-workers who are at work for a Jewish organization. 
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L I indicated on March 3, 1959 that MADOLE 

has prepared the next issue of the NR Bulletin, the title 
of which will be "Who Are the Real Hate Monger?" He 
stated,however, the mimeographing of this bulletin will 
be delayed at least a week because of the inability of 
"Common Sense" to handle it at this time. He stated that 
MADOLE in this article indicated that Jewish organizations 
are demanding a passage of legislation banning all 
publications which dare to oppose the activities of the 
Jews. He singles out Senator JAVITS and Senator KEATING 
who he indicates "earn their living by wagging their b7c 

tongues at Jewish fund raising dinners for the State of b/D 

Israel". He stated that Jewish organizations are demanding 
that "anti-Semitic" political organizations like the NRP 
must be either outlawed or crippled by legislation which 
would bar their literature from going through the mail. 

MADOLE states that Instead of demanding a study of the 
known existent linkage between the NRP and the Government 
of the United Arab Republio (UAR) as recently olalraed by 
DAVID BURK in the "New York Daily News" articles, he 
suggests a congressional study of methods by which a 
foreign state, the State of Israel, solicits hundreds of 
millions of tax deductible dollars each year to build up 
her war machine in the Middle East. MADOLE concludes the 
article by stating "le^s get after the real hate mongers" 
and states the NRP is uncompromisingly dedicated to this 
task. 


I I indicated on Mar^h 17# 1959 that MADOLE 
had received his copies of this bulletin dated January, 1959 
from "Common Sense" where it was mimeographed and is 
presently distributing this Issue. 

l lndlcated on February 25# 1959 that he 
had never heard of JAMES MADOLE, but was almost certain 
that h© was not acting at the order or request of the 
Arab Government, if he was issuing and distributing 
propaganda on behalf of the Arabs. This source explained 
that he makes this statement based on the fact that he has 
been closely associated with high-ranking Arab diplomats 
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In New York City for the past several years. During 
this association he has never heard them indicate that 
they were employing anyone to assist in the distribution 
of propaganda material. He pointed out that on the 
contrary, they are in most instances very anxious to avoid 
being associated with any groups in the united States with 
"shady reputations" for fear they might be accused of 
interfering in the internal activities of the United States. 

He stated that the Arab establishments will mail literature 
to any individual who writes them requesting such literature.

COMMON SENSE 

It 1 b noted that "Common Sense" published by 
the Educational Association of union. New Jersey, was 
characterized in a report issued on December 17, 195^, 
by the Committee on Un-American Activities of the United 
States House of Representatives as a "hate group" vehicle 
publishing "some of the most vitriolic hate propaganda * 
ever to come to the attention of the Committee". According 
to the report, "Common Sense" depicts Communism as 
"Judaism", and devotes its pages almost exclusively to 
attacks on the Jewish, and to a lesser extent, the Negro 
minorities in our nation. Sympathy for the former Nazi 
regime in Germany is also Injected into this propaganda. 

NATIONAL RENAISSANCE PARTY 

On April 21, 1958# a confidential source stated 
that the National Renaissance Party is an anti-Semitic, 
anti-Negro, neo-Fasoist organization with activities 
generally confined to the New York City area. It was 
founded in 19^9, by JAMES H. MADOLE who is in complete 
control of the party. The party 1 b main function is 
distribution of the "National Renaissance Bulletin" 
on a monthly basis and distribution of pro-Arab literature 
obtained from official Arab establishments in New York 
City,

The February 22, 1954; edition of the "Chicago Sun 
Times" newspaper contained an article om page 1, column 1, which 
indicated that BURR MC CLOSEST, National Executive Secretary 
of tfce American Rally, helped to form this organization in 
Detroit, Michigan in February, 1952, for the purpose of 
promoting the presidential candidacy of Brigidier General 
HERBERT C. HOLDRIDGK (retired). MC CLOSEST pointed out that 
the rally was a coalition of "his" Vnited Labor Party, 
HOLDRIDGE's Vegetarian Party, and remnants of the old 
Technocracy movement.

In June, 1950, two sources advised that the dolhl^nt 
leadership of the American Rally came from the United Labor 
Party which was a Socialistic,anti-Capitalistic organization 
composed of former members of the Socialist Workers Party 
and Communist Party which aimed at the establishment of a labor 
republic based on the idea of production for use and not for 
profit. It claimed to provide leadership for the working 
class. 


In May, 1958, a third source advised that the American 
Rally gave its support to political candidate on a local 
or national level whose platforms were in line with the aims 
of the American Rally. This organization ktso directed 
its support or criticism toward national, medical and military 
issues. Source further advised that the American Rally formerly 
had its national headquarters at 6344 North Broadway, Chicago, 
Illinois.

JAMES H. MADOLE advised that in connection with 
material he has published for the National Renaissance Party 
(NRP), he haB never been approached by any representative 
of any foreign government to act on their b^alf. He also 
stated that no foreign government official has requested him 
to publish any material favoring a particular stand of a 
foreign government in any of his, IfEDOLE's, publications. 

MfDOLE also advised that at no time has he ever received 
any money from any agency of any foreign government In 
connection with his associations with the NRP, or for any 
other reason. MADOLE further advised that at no time had 
he ever been approaohed by a representative of a foreign 
government with a elicitation that MADOLE publish material 
concerning a foreign government in any of his, MADOLE's, 
publications. MADOLE stated, however, that he has, on numerous 
occa sio ns, published material in his publication, rr**:—j 1 T 
the"M*H.onal Renaissance Bulletin" concerning matters in which 
a foreign government had an interest. Although MADOLE frankly 
stated he could not afford to be specific in this regard, that 
he did, from time to time, publish in his"National Renaissance 
Bulletin" economic and political material affecting countries 
other than the United States. He stated that if the material 
In question was pertinent to a padticular problem in a foreign 
country, he would supply this particular foreign government, 
either in the united States or abroad, with copies of his 
material leafing with this particular problem. 

When questioned concerning whether the bulk of 
his material was concerned with the so-called JQlddle fast 
countries, MADOLE stated that he did not want to answer that 
question directly, and replied that the Information might 
concern any country in the world. MADOLE Indicated that he 
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would not specify any particular foreign representative 
or foreign government which he had furnished literature 
to, Inasmuch as he did not want to divulge his contacts 
in this regard. 

MADOLE Aether had ever received 

any correapondence/rPorn ng hls furnishing copies of his 
"National Renaissance Bulletin" to representatives of foreign 
governments. MADOLE stated that he had never received any 
replies from any government to whom he had sent his material 
In" which that government had commented on the content of 
his material. MADOLE stated that not only had he netereedlved 
. ..v any acknowledgements in sending this material, but that 
he had not received any remuneration for having directed 
this material to these foreign governments. 

MADOLE stated that during the past several years 
he had obtained quantities of literature published by 
foreign governments which he had stamped with the name of his 
party, the NRP, and had distributed to members of this party. 

He stated he had never Bold any of this literature, and 
Indicated that it would not be profitable to attempt to 
sell this type of literature. MADOLE indicated that thiB 
literature was obtained from many different foreign countries 
and was by no means restricted to Arab countries, although 
it was primarily conoemed with countries which have a 
strong nationalistic tendency. MADOLE again stated that he 
would not specifically indicate which countries he had 
obtained literature from, or any specific foreign representative 
who had furnished him with such literature. He explained 
generally this literature dealt with the same aims add 
objectives which the NRP supports. 

Concerning the NRP, MADOLE stated that he had never 
made public the number of its members, and would not do so 
at this time; however, he indicated that several weeks ago, 
when he was robbed, that over 5,000 names were taken from his 
files, and this did not include all of the names which he 
maintained. He stated, however, that he did not necessarily 
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mail the bulletin or other literature to evex’yone, on 
his mailing list, inasmuch as the cost would be 
prohibitive. MADOLE would not Indicate the number of 
persons/wnom he did mail literature, or the number of 
copies of the "National Renaiasanoe Bulletin", which are 
produced each month.

Reference is made to your memorandum of April 20, 
1959, and to investigative reports submitted by your 
Bureau subsequent to our letter of May 27, 1958, 
concerning the captioned subject. You request to be 
advised whether the subject has Incurred an obliga¬ 
tion to register under the Foreign Agents Registration 
Act of 1938, as amended. 

While the Information submitted indicates that 
the subject continues to distribute pro-Arab literature 
and has prepared articles for certain Arab officials, 
the evidence presented regarding these activities 
fails to support an agency relationship. As this 
Division pointed out in our letter of May 27, 1958, 
where there is a strong likelihood of a subject 
resisting a request for registration, It is desirable 
that the evidence be such as to establish an element 
of control by the foreign principal over the alleged 
agent. In this case the subject appears to be acting 
voluntarily to further the aims and principles of his 
political party. Moreover there is no evidence that 
the subject is receiving compensation from any Arab f) 
government.

NATIONAL RENAISSANCE PARTY (MRP) 

On July 20, 1967, a source advised that the 
National Renaissance Party (NRP) was founded in 1949, by 
JAMES H. MADOLE, who continues to serve as its National 
Director and is in complete control of the MRP. 

The source further stated that the NRP has its 
headquarters in the residence of JAMES H. MADOLE at 10 
West 90th Street, New York, Mew York. Weekly meetings 
are held at this location on Thursday evenings, 

The source described the NRP as an anti-Negro, 
anti-Semitic and neo-Fascist organization. 

This source stated on July 28, 1966, that. 
JAMES H. MADOLE, as of October, 1965, distributed a printed 
"program of the NRP",.which program had as its announced 
purpose the establishment of a "Racial Nationalist State",. 
According to the program, this would be accomplished by 
calling a Constitutional Convention to ratify the necessary 
amendments to the United States Constitution in order to 
carry out the NRP program for the establishment of a 
"Racial Nationalist State"i 


This source further advised that as of July 28, 
1966, this "program of the MRP" remains in effect and that 
the anti-Negro and anti-Semitic nature of the NRP is 
exemplified by the fallowing excerpts from this program: 

1. Enact and rigidly enforce legislation 
to restrict the benefits of American 
citizenship to mentally and genetically 
sound members of the Caucasian race. 

2. Enact legislation to prohibit intermarriage 
between white and non-whites.

Synopili: 

Subject resides 10 W. 90th St., NYC, and 
is employed as an office clerk, Milton Johnson and 
Company, NYC. MADOLE continues to be head of 
National Renaissance Party (NRP) and in that capacity 
held 95 meetings and social gatherings between 
12/2/67 and I/26/69. MADOLE was interviewed by 
SAS of the FBI on 3/1/68 and advised he was opposed 
to violence and predicted the NRP would eventually 
be a considerable political power. He continued to 
speak against negroes and Jews and distribute NRP 
literature to the public. During 1968 the NRP, under 
MADOLES guidance, supported GEORGE C. WALLACE for 
President. From 4/20-21/68, MADOLE attended the 
Assembly of Racist Movements in Washington, D.C. 

NYCPD reports MADOLE's appeal regarding NYC legal 
proceedings against him still pending in courts.

NATIONAL RENAISSANCE PARTY 

On May 29, 1968, a source advised that the National 
Renaissance Party (NRP) was founded in 19*J§, by JAMES H. 
MADOLE, who continues to serve as its National Director 
and is in complete control of the NRP. 

The source further stated that the NRP has its 
headquarters in the residence of JAMES H. MAOOLE at 10 West 
90tii Street, New York, New York. Weekly meetings are held 
at this location on Thursday evenings. 

The source described the NRP as an anti-Negro, 
anti-Semitic and neo-Fascist organization. 

This source stated on July 28, 1966, that JAMES H, 
MADOLE, as of October, 1965, distributed a printed "program 
of the NRP", which program had as its announced purpose the 
establishment of a "Racial Nationalist State", According to 
the program, this would be accomplished by calling a 
Constitutional Convention to ratify the necessary amendments 
to the United vStates Constitution in order to carry out the 
NRP program for the establishment of a "Racial Nationalist 
State", 

This source further advised that as of May 29, 

1968, this "program of the NRP" remains in effect and that 
the anti-Negro and anti-Semitic nature of the NRP is 
exemplified by the following excerpts from this program: 

1. Enact and rigidly enforce legislation to 
restrict the benefits of American citizenship to mentally 
and genetically sound members of the Caucasian race. 

2. Enact legislation to prohibit intermarriage between 
white and non-white. 

3, The Jewish race shall be deprived by suitable 
legislation of their American citizenship and shall henceforth 
be prohibited from holding any professional, political 
or educational posts within the Racial Nationalist State, 

The Jew constitutes an alien virus in our national bloodstream 
and, as such, he must be purged from our cultural, economic, 
and political life. 

Enact legislation to hasten the repatriation 
of American Negroes to the newly independent black nations on 
t;he African continent under the auspices and guidance of black 
nationalist leadership In the United States,

5. The establishment of a selective immigration 
policy whose primary purpose is to attract the best European 
racial stock to the North American Continent in order to 
utilize their vast energy and talent in the task of creating 
a dynamic, expanding White Empire capable of withstanding the 
encroachments of the primitive, colored world led by the Oriental 
colossus.

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NATIONAL SOCIALIST WHITE PEOPLE'S PARTY, 

Also Known As The American Nazi Party, 

American Nazis, The world Union of Free 
Enterprise National Socialists, The 
George Lincoln Rockwell Party _ 

On May 29, 1968, a source advised that the American 
Nazi Party - World Union of Free Enterprise National Socialists 
(ANP-WUFENS) was organized by GEORGE LINCOLN ROCKWELL at 
Arlington, Virginia, on February 26, 1956. It was based upon 
the concept of an international "National Socialist 1 ' movement, 
as espoused by the German Nazi Party, which was headed by 
ADOLF HITLER. The ANP-WUFENS supports and follows the line 
of hatred against Negroes, JewB, and Communists, through 
speeches, published literature, demonstrations, and publicity- 
seeking devices for the purpose of seeking a legitimate 
dominant political party within the United States and in 
foreign countries. 

"The Richmond News Leader" issue dated April 4, 

1963, published daily at Richmond, Virginia, stated that this 
organization is chartered In the State of Virginia as "The 
George Lincoln Rockwell Party" and that the Virginia Assembly 
prohibits the use of "Nazi" or "National Socialism" in a 
Virginia-chartered organization. As of January 1, 1967* 
the official name of this organization was changed to 
"National Socialist White people's Party", according to 
Commander ROCKV.'ELL. 

On August 25, 1967* GEORGE LINCOLN ROCKWELL was 
assassinated in Arlington, Virginia, near the ANP Headquarters 
Building. The August 28, 1967, issue of the "Northern 
Virginia Sun", a daily newspaper published at Arlington, 
Virginia, stated that MATTHIAS KOEHL, Jr., took command of 
the Party after ROCKWELL'S assassination.

WHITE PARTY OF AMERICA 

On September l6, 1965, KARL ROGERS ALLEN, JR., 
who identified himself as the leader of the White party 
of America (WPA), advised that he, along with several 
other former members of the American Nazi Party (ANP), formed 
the WPA during the early part of 1964, in order to advance 
the cause of the white man in the United States and eventually 
throughout the world. 

This organisation was officially launched on 
April 11, 1964, when it sponsored picketing in Washington, 
D.C., Richmond, Virginia, and Baltimore, Maryland, in 
opposition to civil rights legislation and civil rights 
demonstrations. Its national headquarters was transferred 
from 1216 New York Avenue, N.W., Washington, D.C., to 
1019 King Street, Alexandria, Virginia, on April 1, 1965. 

It was initially the aim of the WPA to sponsor 
picketings and demonstrations where it was believed such 
would be of value and to publicize its program through 
pamphlets and similar media. The WPA has been inactive due 
to a lack of funds and its only publications to date have 
been the April and May, 1964, Issues of its official 
publications, ''The White Letter." 

He added that the WPA is still in the formative 
stage but it will uphold the Constitution of the United States 
and will always act within the limits of the law. He noted 
that the WPA will serve as a "home for people who want to 
preserve the white race" and cannot find a home for them¬ 
selves in either of the major political parties in the 
United States.

Investigation Section, New York City Police Department, New York 
City, New York, advised that as of April 2. 1971* the subject 
was confined to Beekman Downtown Hospital in New York City.- 
MADOLE had stated that on the same date, he was attacked by 
an unknown male while walking on the street in front of 16 Wall 
Street, New York City, New York** The attacker hit MADOLE in 
the head with a brick. MADOLE recognized his attacker as a h7D 
young white male who was a member of two Right-Wing groups in 
New York City. MADOLE stated that the attacker had a Jewish 
mother, however, and therefore, could not become a member of 
the National Renaissance Party (NRP). 

The NRP was founded in 19^9 by JAMES 
H. MADOLE, National Director. The 
NRP is headquartered in MADOLE*s 
residence at 10 West 90th Street, ' 

Apartment 8, New York, New York. 

This organization has been described 
as anti-Negro, anti-Semitic and neo- 
Fascist. . 

This source advised that MADOLE is currently unemployed 
because of the above injury, MADOLE needs to have a plate placed 
in his head and this operation will take place in the Fall of 1971.

At a meeting of the NRP on March 9, 1969* MADOLE 
commissioned a member of the NRP to purchase a power supply 
to operate sound equipment. MADOLE said that from now on, 
there will be loudspeakers at every public meeting of the 
NRP.

On March 11, 1969., MADOLE spoke at Clark High School 
in Westbury, Long Island,.

MADOLE was interviewed by BuAgents on 3/1/68. During 
the interview, MADOLE stated that he abhors violence and sees 
no purpose in it to effect any good. He stated that force was 
not necessary to propogate his ideas because the chaos engendered 
by present policies of the US Government will perform that task 
for him. 

On 4/2/71, MADOLE was attacked by an individual who suV 
hit him in the head with a brick. It was anticipated that at 
that time MADOLE would have to have a metal plate placed in his 
fyead .

1 The history of the NRP is one reflecting an organ¬ 
ization of insignificant influence within the right wing 
movement and one which could be characterized as a source 
of income for MADOLE through the sale of the "National 
Renaissance Bulletin". 

In view of the remarks set forth in reBulet, NY 
is not recommending MADOLE be placed on the ADEX.
